REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the great- 
est forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty 
years. The continued drought brought home to our citizens, 
as never before, the potential threat of destructive fires 
to their beautiful and valuable forests, homes and liveli- 
hood. In true American tradition of meeting a common 
threat by volunteer effort, this fire danger was minimized 
by active prevention, patrol and a relinquishing of personnal 
rights for the common good. It was the greatest demonsira- 
tion of public cooperation ever experienced by those re- 
sponsible for local and state fire control. The ready forces 
of volunteer fire services kept the losses low. For their 


ol 


effort and public response the general fire service expresses 
its heartfelt thanks for a job well done. 


Prevention however, is not just an activity for the bad 
fire years. It must be practiced until it becomes a part of 
our public conscience — a habit. Just plain carelessness 
with fire causes too many of our fires. 

The following practices and suggestions will help: 

1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn 
within the terms of the permit and in a safe place. Burn 
late in the afternoon when the wind is down or on rainy 
or damp days. Check your fire and if winds develop ex- 
tinguish it promptly. 

2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump — it’s safer. 
A neglected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 

3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make this 
a year round habit regardless of the safety of your sur- 
roundings. 

4. Children caused fires are now a major concern. 
Keep matches away from them and teach them to respect 
fire and not make it a subject of play. 

Let’s all join with “Smokey the Bear” and “Keep New 
Hampshire Green’” and growing in 1964.

SUPERINTENDENT'S. REPORT 


There has been no great change in our teaching staff. 
Mrs. Gretel Cole is the upper grades teacher and Mrs. Grace 
Tucker the lower grades teacher. Miss Bailey has charge 
of the music program and Mr. Robertson has charge of the 
Rinehart Handwriting System .Mrs. Margaret Bacon is doing 
Physical Education and Miss Ruth Whitcomb, the school 
nurse, and Dr. Anne Wasson take care of our health needs. 
Mrs. Edith Eaton still prepares wonderful meals for our 
youngsters and Mr. Harold Eaton has taken over the cus- 
todial duties from Milford Newell who retired. 


On March 8, 1954 the School District voted to build the 
addition on to the Newbury School and unite the Newbury 
school children in one place. On May 1, 1964 the last pay- 
ment will be made on the building. 


How time passes! Ten years seemed like a long time, 
but it has passed very quickly: so quickly that we sometimes 
do not notice other changes which are taking place around 
us. The world is changing so much and so fast that it keeps 
us breathless trying to keep up with it. 


The one thing that is most evident is the change in the 
type of occupations that are now available. The demand 
for unskilled workers grows smaller while the need for 
technical training of one sort or another increases. More 
and more young people are not stopping their education at 
the completion of high school. Instead they are going on in 
more and more numbers, not only to college, but to var- 
ious technical training schools. This need was recognized 
by the last New Hampshire Legislature when they made 
provisions for improving the technical institutes at Man- 
chester and Portsmouth and the construction of two new 
ones in Concord and Gorham. The boy who quits school at 
an early age is cheating himself and in a few years he will 
be the one who will be on the list of the habitually unem- 
ployed. 


There is plenty of work for the highly trained person, 
and in no place is this more true than the teaching profes- 
sion. Although there are a few more teachers being grad- 
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uated every year the increase in the number of pupils is 
so great that we are having great difficulty keeping up with 
the demand. Teachers are scarce and I don’t see any relief 
in sight for years to come. These supply and demand con- 
ditions affect the salaries of teachers and they continue to 
go up. It also means good job opportunity for young people 
entering the teaching profession. 


I enjoy visiting the Newbury School. It is a very happy 
situation.
